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‘Old fashioned’ annual town 





meetings could be scrapped 


ANNUAL town meetings in Bridport could soon 
be scrapped, after dwindling attendances in re- 
cent years led councillors to deem them unnec- 
essary and “old-fashioned”. 

Town and parish councils traditionally hold a meet- 
ing once a year, during which members of the public 
can air their views on matters of importance. 

But the number of people attending the meetings has 
plummeted in recent years, and the council has now 
set in motion a process to repeal the law that makes it 
a statutory requirement to hold them. 

Councillors argued that the 30-minute public forum 
preceding all council meetings enabled residents to 
have their say when the matter was relevant and not 
have to wait until later in the year. 

And Councillor Martin Ray said annual meetings

were now “redundant” as a result of this measure. 

He told councillors at a meeting last week: “The first 
thing Maggie [Mayor of Bridport, Councillor Maggie 
Ray] proposed, and which was accepted by this coun- 
cil, was to invite members of the public to a half-hour 
public forum at the start of every meeting. 

“Our annual meetings are getting less and less well 
attended — it used to be it was the only time when 
councillors had to listen to ‘ordinary’ people, people 
who live and work in the area. But now we have that 
public forum, we do not need the requirement to hold 
an annual meeting. And that is why people do not 
come to those meetings anymore — because they have 





already made their points.” 

Councillors David Rickard and David Tett both 
raised concerns that smaller parishes that do not cur- 
rently hold regular public forums could lose an im- 
portant date in their calendars. 

And Councillor Gillian Summers said she had seen 
the value of large public gatherings in her experience 
as a district councillor. 

But Councillor Ray countered that getting rid of an- 
nual meetings could actually enhance the level of pub- 
lic engagement. 

He added: “Annual meetings are very badly at- 
tended, not only by the public but councillors as well. 

“They are old-fashioned and scrapping them alto- 
gether might encourage other councils to have a pub- 
lic forum as part of their meetings — it would be a way

A motion will now be presented to the Dorset Asso- 
ciation of Parish and Town Councils to request that the 
Government repeals the requirement to hold annual 
meetings.

The rest, as they say, is history 
and on moving to Lyme was quickly invited to join the 
guild committee and become a volunteer at the lifeboat 
shop. 
@ WHAT is your role within the guild? 

lam now vice-chairman of the guild and my main role is 
to co-ordinate and organise Lifeboat Week. This starts in 
October/November every year and ends with the publica- 
tion of the programme at the end of June, so | will have a 
couple of months break after each Lifeboat Week and then 
start all over again for next year! | am also very involved 
with the team that run the shop. Unfortunately, our vol- 
unteer manager recently retired but a dedicated group are 
keeping it going and if there is anyone out there who 
would like to take on the manager's role we would love to 
hear from you. | also love working with all the committee 
members and crew whose dedication and support is con- 
stant. | certainly couldn't do it without them. 
@ WHY is it important to support the RNLI? 

The RNLI is a completely voluntary service with the aim to 
save lives at sea. It is so much a part of Lyme and other 
coastal towns and we continually have people coming 
into the shop who tell us how they have been helped by 
the various crews around the country. It really is like being 
part of a large family, some of whom regularly respond to 
a“shout” to help people in trouble. They need our constant 
support as without them and the RNLI lifeguards, the town 
would be a less safe place for everyone to enjoy. 
@ WHAT do you enjoy about Lifeboat Week? 

Lifeboat Week is the highlight of our year and also our 
main fundraising event. Although it is very hard work, it is 















































my favourite event of the year and | particularly enjoy the 
bathtub race and looking at the children’s pavement art. 
As well as raising money, | have a chance to meet hun- 
dreds of visitors who come especially for Lifeboat Week 
and, along with all our hard working volunteers, can raise 
awareness of the work of the RNLI. | will admit to moments 
of panic but it usually all goes according to plan. One of 
my favourite moments was talking to a young boy who 
was with his family registering for the crab fishing compe- 
tition. He was one of the last to register and, on handing 
him ticket number 88, he promptly burst into tears. When 
asked what was wrong he said“! won't be able to catch 88 
crabs!” All was quickly explained and off he went, one 
happy child with his line and bucket. 

@ WHAT do you think the highlights will be this year? 
I'm sure that weather permitting the RAF Falcons and the 
Red Arrows will put on their usual magnificent displays. 
However, the return of the tug o’ war between the lifeboat 
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crew and the coastguards across the harbour entrance is 
always a great sight and members of the crew sitting in 
stocks while having wet sponges thrown at them should 
prove great fun! 

@ ARE there any new events this year? 

This year sees the introduction of some new events includ- 
ing fossil polishing arranged by the museum, the Chesil 
Flying Club will be flying illuminated model planes and 
there will be a performance by The Luggers, a local group 
of ukulele players who are quickly becoming a popular at- 
traction at lots of venues. 

@ WHAT are your other personal interests? 

When | have time | love to settle down with a good book 
and am a member of a reading group in Axminster. | enjoy 
knitting, swimming and writing (but not for publication) 
and | am also on the Uplyme WI Committee, writing the 
monthly meeting reports. It’s not all jam and “Jerusalem” 
and | have learnt so much from the various speakers. 

@ WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

Lyme Regis is one of the friendliest and welcoming places 
| know. | have made so many friends since moving here. 
For such a small town, there are so many events and nearly 
all of them are run by volunteers. | am constantly amazed 
at the generosity of the people and particularly the sup- 
port they give to the RNLI.

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Councillors call for business rates 
cash to boost community funds 


BRIDPORT councillors have backed a proposal for a 
proportion of business rates to be paid directly to 
local authorities in an effort to generate more com- 
munity cash. 

Town and parish councils across the country are 
joining together to urge the Government to take ac- 
tion under the Sustainable Communities Act, in 
order to free up money to be spent locally. 

And Bridport councillors have now thrown their 
weight behind the proposal —- first lodged by 
Sevenoaks Town Council in Kent — which they argue 
will benefit local economic growth. 

Speaking at a town council meeting last week, 
Councillor David Tett said the proposal was “neces- 
sary and prudent” in order for the council to cope 
with funding cuts and service reviews. 

He said:“Here in West Dorset, we are having to find 
£550,000 savings in 2014/15 and £1.95million sav- 
ings over the life of a three-year programme, and the 
service review programme is designed as a radical 
programme to fund the majority of these savings. 

“In the light of a severe cut in the support grant by 
central Government, and the review to be under- 
taken by the West Dorset District Council of the var- 
ious services it administers, it is more than likely that 
town and parish councils will be required to take on 
extra responsibilities. 

“Therefore, for the benefit in the growth of the 
local economy, it is imperative a percentage of the 
business rates should remain with town and parish 
councils.” 

Leader of the council Sarah Williams also sup- 
ported the proposal, suggesting that a cash boost 
from business rates would be a fair return for Brid- 
port's own investment in West Dorset. 

She said: “We generate a lot of money for West

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Dorset and some of that money coming back for us 
to spend in Bridport would be very welcome. We are 
expected to do more and we should receive more to 
enable us to do that.” 

Councillor Martin Ray, who recommended the pro- 
posal to the council on behalf of the finance com- 
mittee, added that the money would free up 





resources to be spent on services in the community. 

He said: “How often do we hear from members of 
the public - why can’t the council do this or that? 
When they are told that the council does not see any 
of the money from business rates they are really sur- 
prised.” 

Mayor of Bridport Councillor Maggie Ray added: “If 
there is money available to Bridport, we can spend 
it alot more wisely than any other council or central 
Government.” 


Advice hub project is go 


THE Local Advice Network (LAN) held the first of 
four meetings last week to start moving the new ad- 
vice ‘hub’ project in Bridport forward. 

Roy Tarsnane, chairman of the Bridport and District 
Citizens Advice Bureau (CAB) board of trustees, has 
led the effort to form a LAN of voluntary advice for 
organisations in Bridport and to bring them together 
to make the most efficient use of scarce resources for 
mutual benefit. 

The meeting was a chance for representatives from 
local charities and advice giving organisations to voice 
and discuss issues and plans for the LAN and to stim- 
ulate interest in the project, which seemed to have had 
a positive reaction. 

Mr Tarsnane said: “This meeting is to discuss how 
we can help and work with each other as the financial 
climate isn’t a good one. 

‘““We have been working to see how we can cope with 
that future and the result is this project. 

“It is really encouraging that so many organisations 
are open to working together and can see opportunities 
for improving the ways we can help those in need in 
our local community.” 

Martin Paley of Bridport and District CAB brought 
up the issues of all the organisations paying separately 
for rent, staffing and resources and has hopes for a 
‘voluntary community centre’ in the future, where they 
can all be in one building, with the public having to 
come to one place to receive advice. 

At the end of the meeting, a working group was set 
up of volunteers from organisations to help make the 
idea of an effective advice network a reality and a fu- 
ture meeting is hoped to be organised in three months. 

Funding for this project has come to CAB, together 
with partners Shelter, Ansbury and the Dorset Race

social media storm 


AN ARTICLE published in Sunday 
newspaper The Observer has 
sparked outrage amongst the 
people of Bridport. 

Tracy McVeigh’s piece ‘Sun, sand 
and inequality: why the British 
seaside towns are losing out; was 
printed on June 22nd. 

Bridport residents and lovers of 
the town took to social media to 
voice their opinions on the article 
that claimed that holiday resorts 
were identified as ‘centres of low 
ambition and limited opportu- 
nity’ 

The opinions left on social 
media sites started a debate 
amongst residents about some of 
the issues that could be ad- 
dressed in the town. 

The cuts to bus services, afford- 
able housing, the rise of second 
homes, low wages and the issue 
of drugs were all brought up and 
repeated by many. 

Local author Sean Geraghty re- 
ceived the brunt of people’s com- 
ments after his comments were 
taken out of context. 


Mr Geraghty said: “I was asked 
for an opinion on what were the 
more negative issues of living in 
small ‘beautiful places’ 

“| think my remarks were some- 
how lost in translation; | certainly 
didn’t recognise any context ap- 
plied - or the correct dates - 
when | mentioned schools, petrol 
stations, pubs, post offices and 
shops in villages closing over 
time. 

“It may not occur to some peo- 
ple that Dorset is anything other 
than a paradise; and in compari- 
son to some places it probably is, 
but despite the beauty of our nat- 
ural environment, we have issues 
that are rarely featured in the 
Jurassic narrative’ 

Mr Geraghty has organised a 
petition to place a levy on the 
price of newly purchased ‘unoc- 
cupied dwellings, and increase 
council tax on existing ones to 
raise funds for self-build and af- 
fordable housing for local people. 

Sarah Williams, leader of Brid- 
port Town Council said: “Bridport 





has done well in a number of re- 
cent polls as being a successful 
town, having low crime rates, 
good local and independent 
businesses and a thriving cultural 
scene. We're a gateway to the 
Jurassic Coast as well as being 
surrounded by some of the best 
countryside. 

“We certainly recognise that 
there are challenges and as a 
town council we continue to raise 
the need for better public trans- 
port links, more affordable hous- 
ing and more training 
opportunities for local people. 

“We are embarking on a Neigh- 
bourhood Plan later this year; the 
plan will allow local people to de- 
cide how they want their town to 
develop and hopefully people 
will come forward to help in the 
work to develop it.”

PC Scott McGregor, who was talking to Councillor Daryl Turner, wit- 
nessed the incident and was able to restrain the offender in front of 


shocked shoppers and stall holders. 


PC Scott McGregor said: “I was in Bucky Doo in the area of South 
Street in the arts centre forecourt talking to several members of pub- 


lic while on foot patrol. 


“My back was turned to the situation but after it had taken place | 
detained a male and took him to the arts centre where | was able to 
question him about what happened. 

“The busker who was detained by myself, did not have permission 
to be playing in Bucky Doo and was later issued with a fixed penalty 


notice of £90 for disorder.”

Suffice to say, I write this letter hoping that 
you Bridport folk will contact us at AD- 
VEARSE to register your support, particu- 
larly as we strive, hopefully, to formally be 
part of the steering committee of the Neigh- 
bourhood Plan, representing you, the Bridport 
residents. 

The NP could be your last chance to air your 
views on the important issue, as there will be 
a referendum at some point in the future.

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ISSUES with bus routes being cut in rural 
West Dorset were discussed at the Town 
Council Highways and Transportation 
Sub-Committee meeting last week with 
particular reference to the 47 bus. 

The future of the bus service was looking 
up as an anonymous donor approached the 
Western Area Transport Action Group 
(WATAG) with a sum of money to help 
see the service continue throughout the 
summer. 

But the bus took its last journey at the 
weekend leaving people to find an alterna- 
tive way to Yeovil and the surrounding vil- 
lages after WATAG and Damory could not 
come to an agreement regarding funding. 

Councillor Ros Kayes said: “An anony- 
mous beneficiary had previously ap- 
proached WATAG with a sum of money to 
help keep the 47 bus going through the 
summer however Dorset County Council 
explained it was not official and WATAG 
would have to deal directly with Damory. 

‘“Damory were prepared to run the serv- 
ice for four or five weeks however we 
were then told by the Dorset County 
Council that it should be a First Bus con- 
tract. 

“That was changed again on Wednesday 
(June 25th) and it was agreed Damory 
could take the contract on but they hadn’t 
given WATAG enough time to get the 
extra money together for the two months 
over the summer. 

“WATAG were hoping to pay for a 
month and use the money from ticket sales 
to fund the next month, however Damory 
wanted to keep the money made from the 





47 bus service. WATAG are now not pre- 
pared to put up any money and keep it 
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going for a month if Damory is not willing 
to help. I was very disappointed with what 
WATAG said, I think there are ways round 
it and I hope they change their minds be- 
cause I desperately want to see this service

Peter Smith, WATAG chairman, said: 
“The only thing WATAG can say is that 
our plans have not come through and the 
47 finished on Saturday, June 28th.

The Department of Culture, Media and Sport is 
to provide £1 million to provide coverage to the 
Marshwood Vale area and work will start next 
year as part of the ‘Superfast Dorset’ project. 

Charles Somers, who chaired the former Dorset 
Community Broadband Forum that represented 
hard to reach communities, has led this bid on be- 
half of the Marshwood Vale communities and 
said: “We knew Superfast Dorset was unlikely to 
reach Marshwood Vale and that we would need 
additional funding. 

“Almost 200 residents and businesses wrote in 
to support the proposals and with this phenom- 
enal community backing, we worked with the Su- 
perfast Dorset team to build a strong case for 
extra funding and we are delighted to see that 
our efforts have met with success.” 

Councillor Daryl Turner, who represents Marsh- 
wood Vale on Dorset County Council, also sup- 
ported the bid. 

He said: “Charles Sommers collected the evi- 
dence that was needed in this area where current 
speeds are particularly low and the Superfast 
Dorset project provided the technical information 


required by Government to approve the scheme. 

“It was a fantastic joint effort and will make a 
huge difference to people's lives, enabling busi- 
nesses and communities to thrive in this beautiful 
but remote corner of Dorset.’ 

The areas to benefit are parts of Marshwood, 
Broadwindsor, Bettiscombe, Stoke Abbot, Thorn- 
combe and surrounding parishes, which were 
not already included in the Superfast Dorset proj- 
ect 

Ed Vaizey, Minister for Culture, Communications 
and Creative Industries, said: “This additional 
funding is excellent news for the Marshwood Vale 
area and the extra £1 million will take superfast 
broadband to communities that would otherwise 
have had to wait.” 

Superfast Dorset will start work on rolling out 
faster fibre broadband in the Vale in 2015 and will 
continue to investigate ways to secure additional 
funding for other areas including the Superfast 
Extension Programme. 

The government and Dorset County Council 
have already promised funding for this in Dorset, 
and districts and boroughs are now being asked 
to consider contributing as well.

Jazzona Summers Day; Great 
Live Music and living History 


IT’S over fifty years since Brits first saw the film 
that launched 100 festivals, Jazz on a Summer's 
Day. This month it will be screened at Bridport Arts 
Centre, followed by a concert with the Frank Grif- 
fith Five who will be recreating some of the music 
captured in the film. 

The Arts Centre will be offering hot dogs and 
root beers in the interval, making it an unusual and 
exciting event for film lovers, jazz aficionados and 
fans of beat culture. 

The classic movie was filmed at the Newport Jazz 
Festival of 1958 by fashion photographer Bert 
Stern, best known as the man who took the last 
photos of Marilyn Monroe. Shot in colour the film 
takes the you through the weekend from set up, 
through to Mahalia Jackson's finale, a rendition of 
The Lord's Prayer. 

It documents musicians including Thelonious 
Monk, Sonny Stitt, Anita O’Day, Dinah Washington, 
Gerry Mulligan, Chuck Berry, Louis Armstrong, 
Duke Ellington, Dave Brubeck and Miles Davis. 

It offers you the chance to see as well as hear jazz 
heroes play. Since most of the ledgends are dead, 
it’s the closest we have to experiencing a live gig. 
Anita O'Day teeters on to the stage in a tight black 
dress, high heels, feathery hat and white gloves 
and performs Sweet Georgia Brown. 

More than a film about music, it offers a slice of 
1950s American life. In the audience couples kiss 
in the dark, beatniks smoke joints and shake their 
heads and girls with ponytails in pedal pushers jive 
on the rooftops of Newport. 

Jazz On A Summer's Day will be shown at 5.30pm 
on Sunday, July 19th, followed by the Frank Griffith 
Five in concert at 8pm.

HAILING from Canada, Gordie MacKeeman & His 
Rhythm Boys serve up old-time roots music with an 
energy level that practically yanks you out of your 
seat by the collar. 

Most people would struggle to even get a single 
note out of a fiddle. Very few can play at a blistering, 
blink-and-you’ve-missed-four-bars pace. And only 
Gordie MacKeeman can play at this velocity with the 
fiddle behind his back or when standing on top of 
his band-mate’s double bass. 

Collectively they specialise in old-timey, hillbilly 
and Western Swing, but usually play with a ferocity 
that, in a live setting, is nigh on impossible for your 
body to ignore.
